Favorite Word of League. 

Urging Senators to guard against 
“insidious propaganda” which might 
lead to war, he read with obvious 
disapproval President Roosevelt's 
recent statement that there were 
methods short of war in combat- 
ting aggressor nations. 

His voice rising, Johnson cried: 
“That could mean only one thing: 
Sanctions! Sanctions! The favorite 
word of the League of Nation’s peo- 
ple, some of whom even yet infest 
this Government. 

“Why, I'd rather see my grandson 
go out with a gun on his shoulder 
ahd take his chances and fight 
than impose sanctions on the halt, 
the lame and the blind, on the help- 
less and the innocent.” 

Laying down a two-point foreign 
policy, which he said would have 
the thoroughgoing support of the 
public, he declared in a rising 
voice: 

“First, America wants no war. 
America will fight. to defend her- 
self, but America wants no war. 

“And secondly, America will have 
no entangling alliances; not only 
that, but America will have no com- 
mitments, no understandings or 
agreements by which we may be 
taken into the vortex of a war, or 
by which we might be taken into 
the disputes of Europe.” 

Clark Rebukes Ickes, 

Senator Clark (Dem,), Missouri, 
another critic of administration 
views on foreign affairs, entered 
the debate to assert that Secretary 
of the Interior Ickes had indulged 
in “billingsgate” against some na- 
tions with which the United States 
is at peace, 

He also contended that Chairman 
Pittman (Dem.), Nevada, of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, had made provocative state- 
fments. Without mentioning Sena- 
tor Logan’s name, he took issue 
with a statement by Logan that he 
would be willing to see American 
youths go to war before he would 
see established here a form of gov- 
ernment such as Germany has. 
“When we hear a Senator re- 
spected by everyone in this body 
rise here, as he did today,” Clark

THOMAS STRIKES AGAIN 
AT SECRETARY PERKINS 


Offers What He Calls Evidence 
That She Evades Deporta- 
tion Responsibility.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Rep- 
resentative Thomas (Rep.), New 
Jersey, made public yesterday the 
evidence which he said indicated 
that Secretary of Labor Perkins, 
“as early as 1934,” had sought to 
evade responsibility for enforce- 
ment of the immigration laws. 

In an open letter to the House 
Judiciary Committee, Thomas called

W. MacCormack not to deport mem- 
bers of seven organizations if the 
only reason presented was their 
membership in them. 

The organizations were the Na- 
tional Miners’ Union, Marine Work- 
ers’ Industrial Union, Metal Work- 
ers’ Industrial League, Tampa To- 
bacco Workers’ Industrial Union, 
the National Textile Workers, In- 
ternational Labor Defense and the 
Trade Union Unity League, 


Ruling by Solicitor Wyzanski. 


MacCormack’s ruling was based 
on a statement by Charles E. 
Wyzanski, then Labor Department 
solicitor, that the department should 
not attempt to deport Frank Borich, 
a member of the Miners’ Union, be- 
cause, Wyzanski said, the organiza- 
tion apparently did not advocate 
overthrow of the Government by 
force and violence—a deportable of- 
fense, \ 


Wyzanski said, however, the facts 
might be interpreted differently, 
and added: 

“It is of cardinal importance that 
in such close cases the Secretary 
of Labor should recognize that he 
is free to decide either way. . . 
If he selects deportation he should 
realize that is because it is his ad- 
ministrative pleasure to perpetuate 
the policies of his predecessor and 
not because it is his duty under 
court decisions.” 

After this quotation, Thomas con- 
tinued: 

“The foregoing shows a definite 
policy, as early as 1934, by the De- 
partment of Labor and by Frances 
Perkins, its secretary, responsible 
for the enforcement of the deporta- 
tion laws, to avoid the performance 
of her legal duties by evading the 
issue, through distinguishing left 
wing labor organizations from left 
wing political parties.” 


TO SENATE FLOO 


Opposition to Interest Rate 
Increase, but Group Re- 
ports Measure to Full 
Membership for Decision. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 3.— 
The small loan bil! to outlaw salary 
buying in Missouri, which also pro- 
vides for an increase in the legal 
rate of interest on loans of less 
than $100 for the benefit of the 
licensed small loan companies, was 
reported favorably last night by 
the Senate Committee on Banks 


and Banking. 

While some members of the com- 
mittee were opposed to the pro- 
posed increase in the interest rate, 
it was decided unanimously to place 
the measure, which has been passed 
by the House, before the entire 
membership of the Senate for ac- 
tion because of the importance of 
the matter. There has been some 
indication recently that a fight on 
the increase will be made on the 
floor, 

So far no opposition has been 
voiced against the vital section of 
the bill, which would declare the 
buying of salaries to be a small 
loan, subject to regulation under 
the State Small Loan Act. Under 
this provision salary buyers, who 
charge interest as high as 240 per 
cent a year, could not charge more 
than the legal rate for loans under 
$300, which is now 30 per cent a 
year, 

Strenuous objections have been 
made, however, against the pro- 
posed increase, which would raise 
the legal rate of interest on loans 
less than $100 from 2% to 3 per 
cent a month, or from 30 to 36 per 
cent a year. Sponsors of the bill 
contend the increase is needed to 
encourage the licensed small loan 
companies to lend in smaller 
amounts in competition with the 
salary buyers. 

Hay Assails Proposed Increase, 

Charles M. Hay, former St. Louis 
city counselor, who told the com- 
mittee he was appearing in behalf 
of “victims of the salary buyers,” 
asserted the interest rates should 
be decreased instead of increased, 
because licensed loan firms were 
already accepting, soliciting and 
making large profits on loans of 
less than $100. He said 39 per cent 
of the loans made in 1937 by li- 
censed firms in Missouri were in 
amounts under $100. 

He charged that the proposed 
increase was “inspired by the 
greedy licensed loan sharks, who 
are reaching out for more and more 
profits at the expense of persons 
who can ill afford to pay.” 

“The real tragedy before this 
committee,” he said, “is the fact 
that the supporters of this bill, who

Confers With State Official. 

The Pope’s primary interest in 
diplomatic affairs was demon- 
strated this morning by his receiv- 
ing Mgr. Giovanni Batista Mon- 
tini, Assistant Secretary of State 
for Ordinary Affairs. He was be- 
lieved to have given instructions 
for notifying the diplomatic corps 
of the coronation. 

Taking on his shoulders the bur- 
dens which for eight years he 
helped his predecessor, Pius XI, to 
bear, the new Pope alone was to 
determine papal policy, and only 
he could speak authoritatively on 
his intentions. 

Some of his intimates, however, 
predicted that on the basis of his 
attitude in the past, Pius XII would 
work to better relations with coun- 
tries, sueh as Germany, where they 
have been troubled. 

“Calmness in conduct and actions 
in dealing with the church’s in- 
ternal and international relations, 
so as to better various situations” 
was the description of the Pope’s 
likely attitude from one Vatican 
source, 

Toward Nazi Germany’s treat- 
ment of Catholics, this informant 
said, the Pope was expected to 
show “no weakness but an attitude 
of watchful waiting for betterment 
of conditions.” 

Since he once was papal nuncio 
to Berlin, negotiated the concordat 
of 1929 with Germany and signed 
that of 1933 with Nazi Germany, 
the 63-year-old Pontiff was regard- 
ed as particularly qualified to deal 
with that situation. 

Retires to His Old Cell. 

The Pope, after this election yes- 
terday and his appearance on the 
balcony of St. Peter’s to give his 
benediction to the crowds and re- 
ceive their homage, retired last 
night to the cell which had been 
his apartment during the years he 
was close servant of the late Pius 
XI. 

The 262d pontiff, spiritual ruler 
of 331,500)00 Catholics, faced per- 
haps the most troubled days since 
the World War. Prelates noted 
with satisfaction that he was com- 
paratively young, considerably be- 
low the average age of Cardinals. 

Thin and of slight build, he 
nevertheless enjoys good health. 
His paternal grandfather, a high 
functionary of the Vatican, died at 
the age of 100 in 1902. His father 
also lived beyond the “three score 
and 10,” 

The new pontiff faced specific 
difficulties in many parts of the 
world, 

His own Catholic Italy posed a 
delicate situation. Racial laws, 
particularly those affecting mar- 
riage, which Pius XI had said 
“wounded” the Concordat, still were 
on the Fascist books. 

Friction between Fascists and 
Catholic Action was a fresh mem- 
ory in the minds of Italians. 

Although not a religious contro- 
versy, the bad relations between 
France and Italy are known to be 
a source of concern to the Pope. 

Other Side of Picture. 
On the other hand, however, the

27 Buildings Planned. 


Plans for Lucas-Hunt Village, as 
filed with the Assessor, call for 
erection of 27 three-story apart- 
ment buildings on the site which 
is three-quarters of a mile north 
of Natural Bridge road. Eight 
buildings will be 12-family four- 
room apartments, 11 will be 24- 
family four-room apartments, and 
eight 30-family three-room apart- 
ments. 

Architectural design and interior 
arrangements generally are similar 
to those of the 354-family Man- 
hassett Village, except that the lat- 
ter consists of only seven build- 
ings, compared with the 27 planned 
in Lucas-Hunt, 

The dominant feature of both 
groups is the presence of only one 
interior stairway for each unit cf 
six apartments. This feature at 
Manhassett is being looked into by 
County Prosecuting Attorney Stan- 
ley Wallach to determine whether 
the State law, calling for fireproof 
fire escapes in apartment houses 
of three stories or more, in addi- 
tion to stairways, is being complied 
with. 

The stairways at Lucas-Hunt, as 
indicated in the plans, are of fire- 
proof construction, inclosed in 
eight-inch tile walls on eight-inch 
brick foundations. Floors and walls 
separating rooms inside apartments 
are of wood, 

Specifications for Walls. 


Walls dividing the various 
apartments also are to be of 
eight-inch tile, on 12%-inch brick 
foundations. Exterior bearing 
walls are of eight-inch tile with 
four-inch brick facing, on.12%inch 
brick foundations. 

Footings under walls are to be 
of concrete, 12 inches deep, and 24 
inches wide under exterior bearing 
walls and 16 inches wide under 
inside partition walls. The plans 
eee that at some _ points, 
wher€ present elevations at certain 
buildings are to be raised by fill- 
ing in with soil, the footings will 
extend only about eight inches be- 
low the present ground level. 

Plans call for 2-by-8 inch floor 
joists for 11-foot, 4-inch spans, and 
2-by-10 inch joists for 15-foot, 7- 
inch spans, but in some cases the 
2-by-10 joists will be notched out 
two inches to meet floor levels, 
leaving the joists with bearing 
strength of 2-by-8's.

The order is the first in St. Louis 
in which the NLRB has made a 


clean sweep of all discharge cases 
listed in an unfair labor practice 
complaint contrary to the exam- 
iner’s findings. In several instances, 
however, the board has dismissed 
parts of complaints contrary to rec- 
ommendations of the examiners, 


Case of “Company Union.” 


The board followed Lohm’s rec- 
ommendation in another phase by 
ordering the firm to cease and 
desist from encouraging and lend- 
ing financial assistance to the Em- 
ployes’ Protective Association, al- 
leged by the CIO to be a “com- 
pany union.” In this connection 
the board said the company had 
brought about voluntary dissolu- 
tion of the association since Lohm 
made his report, last May 2, and 
for this reason no order for dis- 
establishment of the organization 
would be issued. 

The order stated the company 
had violated the Wagner Act by 
encouraging the Employes’ Protec- 
tive Association in its transition 
from an employe representation 
group in 1937. The association 
was an intervener in the hearing 
before Lohm, its officers denying 
company domination or influence. 


Complaints Reviewed. 

After reviewing at length the 
testimony in regard to the individ- 
ual complainants, the board said 
there was insufficient evidence to 
warrant an order for reinstatement 
of those discharged or for back pay 
in instances where salaries had 
been cut. 

The company’s contentions in re- 
futing the discrimination allega- 
tions, were, in the main, accepted 
by the board. The board found one 
man had been justly fired for 
fighting, and another for slowing up 
production and spoiling meat prod- 
ucts. The firm said another was 
fired for his threats of violence to 
fellow employes who had _ refused 
to join the union. 

No Interference Allowed. 


In the part of the order relating 
to the participation of the company 
in union affairs, the board directed 
the packing concern not to inter- 
fere with or dominate any union. 
It further ordered the firm not to 
intimidate employes in their rights 
to self-organization, adding that it 
must engage in collective bargain- 
ing with employe representatives. 

When testifying at the hearing, 
M. Z. Irish, manager of the plant, 
Said his first meeting with a CIO 
representative was on June 24, 1937, 
three days after the CIO had shut 
down the plant by a “holiday,” 
called by the union to recruit mem- 
bers. Prior to this time, Irish 
Said, the Employes’ Protective As- 
S0ciation had showed satisfactory 
evidence it represented 1196 of the 
approximately 1500 employes, and 
it was recognized as the bargain- 
ing agency.

Dr. J. D. Brown of Prince- 
ton, Favors Contributory 
Social Insurance to Pre- 
vent Dependency.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Dr. J. 
Douglas Brown of Princeton Uni- 


day “free pensions” for the aged 
might lead to regimentation. 

Testifying before the House Ways 
and Means Committee on proposed 
changes in the Social Security law, 
Brown declared that other coun- 
tries which had adopted paternalis- 
tic solutions for social problems 
had moved into regimentation; and 
“the step is a very easy one.” 

Brown denounced the Townsend 
old-age pension plan and its rival, 
the General Welfare Federation bill, 
as “dangerous and illusory.” 

“The two bills,” he said, “embody 
a sort of primrose path to a form 
of what might be called paternal- 
istic stagnation.” 

The educator told the committee 
both measures were “unworkable 
and essentially parasitic’ in that 
they would tend to be a “drag on 
business activity and a drag on per- 
sonal incentive.” 

As opposed to free pensions and 
direct relief, Brown said contribu- 
tory social insurance offered the 
best means of preventing depend- 
ency before it occurs, preserved the 
habit of thrift and maintained “the 
dignity of human personality which 
is certainly needed in this day o$ 
totalitarianism.”

Five Years’ Absence—Capital’s Eternal 
Prosperity— “Palace Politics” in As- 


WASHINGTON, March 3. 


IVE years have made enormous 
F changes in Washington— 

changes not alone in the physi- 
Cal aspect of the city but in its 
whole atmosphere. The city has 
always been like no other in the 
country; it has always been, as 
someone observed, a city without 
a Main street; today the unlike- 
ness to other American cities is 
more marked than ever. 

For one thing, Washington is a 
city which has not known the de- 
pression as industrial cities like St. 
Louis have known it. That is a 
trite remark, but the truth of it 
must strike home with the fresh 
impact of novelty to anyone re- 
turning here afterea considerable 
absence. You see again the forest 
which perhaps Lad been obscured 
by the trees. You see again how 
sleek and well-groomed is the city, 
how many and how imposing are 
its buildings and its boulevards, 
and mixed with this rediscovery 
there may be a bit of resentment: 
for you know that Washington’s 
face-lifting bill, so to speak, has 
been footed in part out of your 
taxes. You are proud of the re- 
sult, for you want the capital city 
of the nation to be a handsome city, 
but you can’t help a twinge of 
envy on behalf of the less-favored 
home town, 


Washington’s Prosperity. 

The crowds you see on the 
streets are well dressed. They look 
prosperous, Hotel clerks and apart- 
ment house managers give you that 
take-it-or-leave-it look, and the 
prices they quote you are all that 
the traffic will bear. Taxis are 
more numerous per capita than in 
any other city in the world, not 
excepting New York or London. 
They help to produce a traffic 
congestion in the morning and eve- 
ning rush hours which I have 
rarely seen equaled anywhere. A 
taxicab ride, incidentally, is the 
only cheap buy in the city. Rents 
and commodity prices all are high, 
combining to make the cost of liv- 
ing here substantially higher than 
in St. Louis. 

Why does Washington enjoy this 
comparative prosperity? The an- 
swer is simple. Its business has 
steadily increased. It has only one 
business—that of government. The 
payroll required—or at any rate 
paid—for the conduct of this busi- 
ness has gone steadily up. It went 
up under Hoover, who was a pretty 
fair centralizer himself, and it has 
gone up at a greatly accelerated 
pace under Roosevelt. Washington 
has the prosperity that flows from 
a high and stable purchasing 
power, widely diffused. Good times 
or bad the Government payroll 
takes care of this unique city. It 
has what other cities could have 
if their business could be increased 
as the business of government has 
increased.

It 
tells a good deal of the current 
political scene and the changes that 
have come about. 

The palace politicians are not in- 
terested in the success of the Dem- 
ocratic party as such. They care 
little for precedents and less for 
party names and the old shibbo- 
leths. They say that theirs is the 
new “politics of principle,” in con- 
trast with the politics of expediency 
or partisanship. They say they are 
interested only in the perpetuation 
of their ideas, not in their personal 
fortunes. 

That is as it may be. There can 
be no doubt that among them there 
are some men of the loftiest, most 
idealistic motives; equally there 
can be no doubt that among them 
are men whose primary desire, like 
that of nine-tenths of our office- 
holders of whatever degree, is to 
stay on the payroll. 

Whatever may be the motives 
that animate this new “fifth 
estate,” it constitutes a significant 
factor in the political life of Wash- 
ington today.

It is difficult not to see, both in the choice of 


Pacelli and the extraofdinary circumstances of his 
selection, a terrific rebuke to the totalitarian na- 
tions. For certain elements in these nations have 
had the incredible effrontery to attempt to influ- 
ence the Cardinals in their choice of a man to direct 
the spiritual destinies of 400,000,000 people through- 
out the world, For the first time in generations, per- 
haps in centuries, open pressure has been brought 
to bear in this high religious matter. 

We refer, for example, to a recent editorial in Das 
Schwarze Korps, mouthpiece of the Nazi “Elite 
Guard,” ordering the four German Cardinals to vote 
for a new Pope who will not oppose Nazi-ism. Said 


the paper: 

We shall unrelentingly pillory any misuse of 
religion for political purposes, no matter whether 
we discover such misuse in case of a chaplain 
from, the village church pulpit, or the new 
“representative of Christ” on the papal chair. 
The paper proceeded to criticise the late Pope as 

“a man who as head of the Roman Catholic church 
took a positive position in recent years against the 
totalitarian states.” And it said that Germany stands 
for no interference, “even if the dictates are dolled 
up as encyclicals or pastoral letters.” 

In like vein, the newspaper Telegrafo of Leg- 
horn, Italy, spokesman for Mussolini’s son-in-law, 
Foreign Minister Ciano, warned the Cardinals not to 
elect a “political Pope,” meaning, of course, a Pope 
who would not play the political game of the Fascists. 
It expressed itself as especially fearful lest Cardinal 
Pacelli be elected, since Pacelli is on record as an 
outspoken opponent of the pagan and racist theories 
of the totalitarian states. Not only did Mussolini 
oppose Pacelli, but, as pointed out in the Post-Dis- 
patch recently by W. Stephen Bush, an American cor- 
respondent in Rome, Mussolini had his own candi- 
date in the person of Cardinal Ascalesi of Naples. 

Mr. Bush, after describing Cardinal Pacelli’s emi- 
nent qualifications for the papacy, said: 

It would appear, then, that the tiara, the triple 
crown of the papacy, was well within the reach of 
Cardinal Pacelli. Such, however, is not the case, 
A distinct and tangible opposition to the can- 
didacy of the silent Papal Secretary of State 
has been growing and crystallizing for some time, 
until now, on the eve of the historic conclave, it 
is by many regarded as formidable. The op- 
position has been inspired by no less a per- 
sonage than Mussolini himself. 

The Cardinals have answered this arrogant effort 
to interfere in the affairs of the church in the swift- 
est and most pointed way by choosing a man who, in 
the estimate of one close observer, will “fight the 
doctrine of excessive nationalism, on which the 
totalitarian state rests its case, to a finish, without 
even a waver toward compromise.” This means, of 
course, that the new Pope will refuse to tolerate a 
new ‘political doctrine which regards the state, not 
only as superior to the individual, denying him his 
God-given dignity, but as superior to the church as 
well. 

Even in normal] times, Cardinal Pacelli’s elevation 
would be hailed as a distinguished choice and an- 
other instance of the wisdom and spiritual integrity 
of the ancient Church of Rome. But in view of the 
special conditions now existing, the action of the 
Cardinals, in its rebuke to Europe’s monsters on 
horseback, is no less than thrilling. 
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WORDS AND DEEDS.

. « « The only time a tariff on domestic farm 
products can be of the slightest use to the 
American farmer is during a season of unusual 
drouth, or crop shortage from some other causes, 
and then it is always at the expense of the 
American consumer.

SIT ON SHAKY THRONES 


Former Czech President Tells 
Chicago Club Their Failures 
Spell Downfall. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, March 3.—Dr. Eduard 
Benes, former President of Czecho- 
Slovakia, said today only power pol- 
itics sustain the European authori- 
tarian regimes and that the fail- 
ures of the dictatorships were lead- 
ing to a reaction. 

“Politically, morally, economically 
and socially these regimes have 
passed today their culmination 
point,” he said in an address before 


the Union League Club. 

“The only section of their policy 
which continues to give them new 
force and power,” he added, “is 
their successes in international pol- 
icy and in genéral European and 
world power policy.” 

Dr. Benes, who is a visiting pro- 
fessor at the University of Chicago, 
said the post-war period provided 
democracy with a great opportu- 
nity to flower and that it marked 
“a great progress in civilization.” 

He viewed the subsequent reac- 
tion to democracy in Europe as a 
natural development in political ev- 
olution and said that now the dic- 
tatorships’ “mistakes, failures and 
inefficacy provide inevitably new 
reaction.” 

Conflict in the Far East and in 
Ethiopia, the occupation of Austria, 
the Spanish civil war and the Su- 
deten incidents of last fall brought 
European democracies almost to 
their lowest decline, he said.

Virtually All Details Worked Out 
in Conference at City 
Hall, 

Work on the $420,000 undertaking 
to eliminate two adjacent Wabash 
Railroad grade crossnigs near the 
eastern end of Olive Street road is 
expected to begin within six 
months, it was announced today.

18 ARE INDICTED, ACCUSED 
OF CEMETERY LOT FRAUDS 


Alleged to Have Sold Plots, Guar- 
anteeing Profits of 100 to 200 
Pct. on Investments.

CHICAGO, March 3.—Seventeen 
men and a woman were indicted 
by the Federal grand jury today on 
charges of using the mails to de- 
fraud hundreds of persons who, it 
is alleged, were guaranteed profits 
of from 100 to 200 per cent on in- 
vestments in cemetery lots. 

The 91-page indictment named 
most of the officers and sales per- 
sonnel of the First Commonwealth 
Trustees, a Chicago organization 
the Government contends sold $160,- 
000 worth of lots in an intensive 
four-month campaign. 

A. Braley Eben, Assistant United 
States District Attorney, who pre- 
sented the case to the grand jury, 
said the group based its operations 
on 1000 lots it owned in the Crown 
Hill Cemetery, a legitimately con- 
ducted enterprise at Twinsburg, O. 

The indictment stated the Com- 
monwealth Trustees bought the lots 
for $57 apiece and resold them for 
$160 apiece. Each sale was al- 
leged to have been accompanied 
by a guarantee that the lots could 
be resold within two years for $450 
or $500.

The Cardinal said that his own 
health was so “excellent” that “it 
even surprised me. The prayers of 
my people back home, both Catholic 
and Protestant, are my strength.” 

He said he had not yet made 
plans for returning to Boston, but 
would go as soon as possible after 
Pius’ coronation. 

Denis Cardinal Dougherty of 
Philadelphia said in a similar state- 
ment yesterday that the election of 
Cardinal Pacelli would give “uni- 
versal satisfaction,” that “from his 
early manhood he had been an out- 
standing ecclesiastic and long ago 
it was predicted he would become 
Pope of this church.” 


New Cardinals t> Be* Named. 

The naming of two new Cardinals 
for the United States is considered 
as possibly one of the early actions 
of Pope Pius XII. The new pon- 
tiff will call his first consistory 
soon to fill some, at least, of the 
vacancies in the College of Card- 
inals. One of these vacancies re- 
sulted from the death of Patrick 
Cardinal Hayes of New York last 
Sept. 4 and another from his own 
election as Pope. 

Appointment of a new Arch- 
bishop of New York, a seat vacated 
by the death of Cardinal Hayes, 
was expected to receive the early 
attention of the Pope. 

Vatican circles consider Monsig- 
nor Stephen Donahue, auxiliary 
Bishop of New York, an outstand- 
ing candidate for the post. He has 
been in chafge of the New York 
diocese since Cardinal Hayes’ death. 

Others mentioned are Monsignor 
Edward Mooney, Archbishop of De- 
troit; Monsignor Francis J. Spell- 
man, auxiliary Archbishop of Bos- 
ton, and the Very Rev. John T. Mc- 
Nicholas, Archbishop of Cincinnati. 

Wider Representation Favored. 

The three American Cardinals, 
O’Connell, Dougherty and Munde- 
lein, attending the conclave for the 
first time as a full group, would 
have an excellent opportunity to 
inform the new Pope of the feeling 
of many Catholics in America that 
he should give them wider repre- 
sentation in the college. 

The last American, George Card- 
inal Mundelein, was elevated to the 
purple on March 24, 1924. Since 
then United States Catholics have 
increased by some 3,000,000 to 21,- 
500,000.

Poor Defensive 
Play by West 
In Bridge Game 


His Failure to Use Diamond 
Ace Enables Declarer to 
Make Contract. 


By Ely Culbertson 


T is one thing to defend a hand 
against a stolid, unimaginative 
declarer who runs all his ready- 
made tricks and then hopefully 
surrenders himself to the mercy 
of his opponents. It is quite an- 
other to defend against the type of 
player who overlooks no bets, 
either psychological or technical, 
and always is on the alert to steal 
something that cannot be made 
by legitimate means; In today’s 
hand West was asleep at the 
switch.

This bidding had several points of 
interest. East, it will be noted, 
used the new Culbertson three-bid 
based on an almost solid suit, with 
the minimum number of winners, 
namely, six. South, of course, had 
to pass on the first round. His 
hand was not nearly strong enough 
for an overcall or double. West 
acted properly in passing. The re- 
sponder should have at least one 
and one-half honor tricks in two 
suits to respond with three no 
trump to an opening three-bid, and 
needs greater strength for a suit re- 
sponse. North took the shrewd and 
proper course of doubling. Such a 
double (of an opening three-bid) is 
of an optional nature, that is, part- 
ner can pass if he has a worthless 
hand or one that he feels is better 
on defense, or can take out to a 
suit with about one and one-half 
honor tricks and a five card suit. 
In short, the partner can exercise 
his own judgment after this op- 
tional double. In this case, South 
felt that since he was vulnerable 
against non-vulnerable opponents, 
and since he had a spade stopper 
and scattered strength in the other 
three suits, that there would be an 
excellent play, for game at no 
trump. Though he was wrong in 
this judgment, I do not think that 
he should be criticised. For ex- 
ample, North might have had one 
more club or one more heart, and 
nine tricks might then have been a 
laydown. 


As it was, the contract had to be 
stolen. West opened the spade 
seven and East made the eminently 
correct play of the 10 spot. East 
had no sign of an outside entry and 
his one hope of running the spade 
suit was to leave a spade in West's 
hand so that if West could stop one 
or more suits, he could put East on 
lead with that spade. Declarer won 
and made a lightning count of 
tricks. He saw that he had four

clubs, three hearts and one spade 
and that he would need a diamond 
trick to eke out the contract. One 
thing was certain. If he were to 
cash his four clubs and three 
héarts, he never would be able to 
steal a diamond trick because, by 
that time, the defenders would be 
on the alert—they would have 
counted eight tricks for the de- 
clarer. The one chance to grab 
a diamond trick was to do it quick- 
ly, thus risking a severe penalty. 
Declarer, at the second trick, led 
a low diamond toward dummy’s 
queen. West, as mentioned above, 
was fast asleep. Holding A J 9 of 
diamonds, he was so intent on es- 
tablishing a tenace position for him- 
self that would produce two dia- 
mond tricks that he failed to see 
what might happen, Surely it was 
not far-fetched to assume that if 
the diamond queen held, declarer 
might rattle off three hearts and 
four clubs which, in addition to the 
spade trick already home, would 
round out the contract. At any 
rate, when West played the dia- 
mond nine it was all over. Dum- 
my’s queen held and declarer shift- 
ed quickly to his sure winners in 
hearts and clubs. 


Obviously, if West had been even 
reasonably alert, he would have put 
up the diamond ace without a sec- 
ond’s hesitation and would have 
led another spade. East then 
would have run off six spade tricks 
and the contract, instead of being 
fulfilled, would have been defeated 
300 points. .

offered the opinion that St. Louis 
was about to see “a new deal in 
opera” as a result of the forming 
of the new St. Louis Metropolitan 
Grand Opera Association in Decem- 
ber, the scheduling of three operas 
for the April season, and the en- 
gaging of such stars as Lauritz 
Melchior, Giovannj Martinelli, and 
Ezio Pinza for these perform- 
ances, 

But should any doubting 
Thomases still regard this mid- 
western city as incapable of appre- 
ciating fine opera, and the whole 
thing as an impractical pipe dream, 
very pretty but unworkable, all 
skepticism should vanish at the 
candid and forthright confidence 
of the opera association's newly ap- 
pointed musical director, Laszlo 
Halasz, who has an arm’s length 
string of reasons why this new 
venture cannot fail. 

“I can see nothing but success 
for the coming season,” said Ha- 
lasz, his Hungarian accent quite 
charming, but his tone as firm as 
if he had said, “They shall not 
pass.” The tall, dark, and person- 
able-looking young director, was 
not at his usual post, in the seeth- 
ing center of rehearsals at the 
auditorium, when he delivered this 
message, but in his hotel apart- 
ment, recuperating from our local 
equivalent of a key to the city, an 
attack of the flu. 

This bit of adversity had not 
dimmed the zest he has for opera 
‘and for the coming operas in par- 
‘ticular, however, and though he 
occasionally interrupted his en- 
thusiastic words to tell a telephone 
intruder that, “Meesus ‘Alasz can- 
not come to the phone because she 
ees making herself be-yootifool,” by 
ithe time he had hung up, he would 
be talking again—about opera. 

“Look at the success of ‘Tris- 
tan,” he said, referring to the 
opera he conducted here in Decem- 
|ber of 1937, “when we had only one 
singer of note, Filagstad. Now 
there will be four in “Die Wal- 


sagely striking the practical .note, 
“everything is backed financially 
and that is an important factor.” 

From this canny observance, you 
may gather that this Halasz, one- 
time assistant to Toscanini, is not 
only an artist, but a realist about 
this ticklish business of capturing 
public fancy. And the*reasons he 
gives for predicting success are 
realistic ones. 

“After all,” he argues, “what do 
you need for opera? A good or- 
chestra? The St. Louis symphony 
is easily one of the first five in 
the country. A good chorus? That 
was always a hard problem but 
mo longer one now that members 
are paid and have hope of regular 
engagements through the year. 
Last year their greatest disap- 
pointment was that they did not 
get to sing one of the operas which 
they had learned and rehearsed. 
Actually that was much worse than 
the fact that they were unpaid. 
But this year it is different, and 
we had 400 at the tryouts alone. 
I could hardly believe my eyes. We 
selected 80 but I had to send away 
60 per cent of my last year’s 
cherus.” 

Regarding the raised morale of 
the chorus, there is that matter of 
the contest among the sopranos of 
the city to find one to sing the 
role of Siebe] in “Faust.” The win- 
ner will receive $100 and the honor 
of singing the part. The idea be- 
hind the contest, Halasz explained, 
is to give a greater interest to 
repertoire and show that there are 
openings right here in St. Louis 
for the gifted and that they do 
not have to go to New York or 
Sdn Francisco for recognition. 
“Faust” will be the third opera, to 
be preceded by “Otello” and “Die 
Walkure.” 

“You may ask why The Valkyrie 
for the first opera,” Halasz re- 
marked. “The reason is that we 
want to bring one opera from each 
of the leading operatic groups, the

“There is the closest co-operation 
between symphony and opera. Our 
spring operas will be presented 
when the symphony closes, and our 
fall ones before the symphony be- 
gins. There has not only heen 
close co-operation but planned co- 
operation between the two of us,

with co-ordination of dates, so that 
the St. Louis public will have a 
weekly diet of musical food, with- 
out having it all lumped together 
at one time.” 

“About my life,” he says, “there 
is merely this. I wanted to be a 
pianist, but 1 was not happy about 
practicing the same thing for five 
hours at a time. to get it techni- 
cally perfect. So when I played 
in Prague the musical director 
there, Sell, gave me the idea of 
becoming a conductor, and took me 
under his wing.” 

“Do I like being a conductor 
better? Naturally. The average 
conductor has a repertoire of 50 
operas, besides the new works that 
are always coming out. There is 
more variety there than a pianist 
gets when he plays two programs 
a year. Do not misunderstand; I 
admire pianists greatly. I just do 
not want to be one myself.” 

As an assistant conductor, Halas2 
worked for two years at the Salz- 
burg music festival, in 1936 under 
Toscanini, as a memento of which 
he delightedly shows some candid 
camera shots of the rarely photo- 
graphed maestro on the verge of

Two and a half years ago, Halasz 
came -to this country, and con- 
ducted in Philadelphia and elise- 
where in the East, before coming 
to St. Louis a little over a year 
ago for the performance of “Tris- 
tan and Isolde.” After that opera, 
several St. Louisans broached to 
him the subject of a permanent 
opera company here, with perma- 
nent choruses, permanent scenery, 
in fact everything permanent, in- 
cluding that little matter of publie 
interest. And that brings us right 
back to our new dea! in opera and 
the high hopes raised in the hearts 
of ardent New Dealers. 

Five operas are scheduled for 
fall season, though only three [0 
spring, and Halasz hopes there will 
be a demand for 10 operas each 
year. This he considers not an im- 
possible dream since much inter- 
est has been created in opera 
through the radio and the local 
performances have been made 
available to all classes.

of developing superiority is a prep- 
aration for success in later life. 
What actually happens is de- 
scribed in the recent report of 
a 10-year study of 2500 boys and 
girls in-the New York public 
schools, made by the well known 
psychologist, E. I. Thorndike. 
These children were given a group 
of psychological] tests at the age «f 
14 and their schoo] and employment 
record then carefully followed for 
the next 10 years. It was found 
that the present system gave only 
four months less education to the 
dullest children than it did to the 
brightest, and that there was no 
relationship between the capacities 
of the children and the kind or 
amount of education they received. 
Such treatment is well calculated 
to develop habits of inferiority in- 
stead of superiority, with all the 
consequent damage to personality. 


Many institutions, especially busi- 
ness enterprises for profit, depend 
for their success upon how well 
their services satisfy consumers in 
a competitive market. Their prod- 
ucts and sefvices are continually 
being tested and compared, not 
only by the buyers but by the busi- 
ness executives who appreciate the 
need for improvement. The field 
of education, however, represents a 
vested interest the nature of which 
is self-perpetuating. Its products 
or pupils are not subject to the 
same rigorous tests, and its stand- 
ards are largely of its own making. 
In keeping with its emphasis on in- 


marily that of academic attainment, 
namely, the completion of a normal 


school course or the obtaining of an 
M. A. or Ph.D. degree. 

This process results in what may 
be described as the inbreeding of 
the teaching staff. The educational 
system tends to perpetuate itself 
and its predominantly intellectual 
ideals by selecting as teachers 
those who most closely approxi- 
mate these ideals. The process is 
much like that of an accountant 
who audits his own books and sys- 
tematizes his own mistakes. Teach- 


ers are trained to teach their sub- good personality is a quietly ab- 4

A fact is embodied in a psycho- 

logical study of the personality 
traits of pupils in 18 widely sepa- 
rated grade schools. In this study 
40 teachers were asked to rate the 
personality traits of their students. 
When the results were computed, it 
was found that consistently, the 
teachers of the fourth grade had 
rated their pupils higher in per- 
sonality than the teachers of the 
fifth grade had rated their pupils. 
Fifth grade pupils were rated as 
having better personalities than pu- 
pils of the sixth grade. Pupils of 
each succeeding grade were rated 
lower in personality. According to 


DRAMATIC revelation of this 


period except the period of 1 to 10. 
The truth is that the ideal child, 
from a teacher's point of view, is 
the one that fits most quietly and 
unobtrusively into the narrow 
range of the classroom routine. The 
older the child gets and the more 
it develops an individuality of its 
own with positive impacts on its 
environment, the more it invites 
the critica] estimates of its teach- 
ers. Inevitably in the present 
scheme, the teachers’ ideal of a

This study is not the only one 
of its kind, but one of the latest. 
It confirms the results of previous 
similar studies and represents a 
finding well recognized by students 
of this phenomenon. This phenom- 
enon is the inevitable result of an 
educational system in which the 
intellectual aspects of development 
tre stressed at the expense of all 
others, and where the selection of 
teachers is based so largely on for- 
ma] academic considerations.
